of 100,000 was in 1898. It is estimated that 
100,000 could be recruited, equipped and 
mobilized within ninety days. After the 
100,000 mark had been passed volunteers 
could be equipped as fast as they could be 
enlisted. There are thousands of men who 
served in the war with Spain, officers and 
privates, who would form the basis of a 
new volunteer army. 

The Springfeld arsenal is turning out 350 
army rifies every day of eight hours. This 
could be more than doubled by working 
night and day. The Rock Island arsenal, 
working day and night, can turn out 6000 
sets of cavalry and infantry equipment and 
500 sets of horse equipments every hours. 

It is expected that the new army rifie pro- 
duced by the ordinance department will be 
made the regulation weapon inside of two 
months.

LONDON, Feb. 7.—Lord Tweedmouth, one of the most prominent and influential 
leaders of the Liberal party, a member of Gladstone’s last cabinet, and certainly 
marked out for high office in the next Liberal administration, received the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent at Brook House, Park Lane, today, and gave his views on the 
Venezuelan situation. 

Lord Tweedmouth is the chief manager of the internal affairs of the Liberal party, 
and may be taken as representing authoritatively the views of that party. The Post- 
Dispatch correspondent represented to Lord Tweedmouth the growing feeling of ex- 
asperastion in the United States at the action of the allies in relation to Venezuela 
and me protraction of negotiations. 

“I dis'ike making ahy statement on the subject for publication, but confidentially I 
am not surprised at what you tell me.“ said Lord Tweedmouth. 

Do you believe that is a merely tang’e, or anything more serious is likely to come 
of It?“ asked the Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

Speaking with emphatic conviction Lord Tweedmouth replied: 

“No, that is absolutely impossible and inconcélvable. I cannot imagine anything 
that would more surely lead the present government to instantaneous ruin than such 
possibility. The people of this country would not stand it for a moment.” 


Government Got Its Head in Vise 


and Now It Can’t Get It Out. 


“What is particularly incomprehensible to Americans,“ said the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, is that while the united voice of public opinion here, even in the gov- 
ernment organs, strongly condemns the proceedings of their government, the govern- 
ment, nevertheless, continues to pursue @ universally condemned policy.” 

“The government can't help itself,” reped Lord Tweedmouth; “it has got its 
head into a vice and cannot get it out. A diplomatic arrangement cannot be licht- 
ly shaken off. The government went into it blind; they probably never looked for 
any complications, the mere threat of force, it was thought, would be sufficient. 
They made the arrangements at the end of July, and doubtless were painfully 
surprised, when, climatic conditions have Decome favorable, they are called upon to 
carry it out in December. 

“Then German methods are so violent that they made the affair uglier stil. They 
have bound themselves to Germany and, mind you, diplomatic arrangements being 
what they are, if there was a change of government there tomorrow, the new admin- 
istration must preserve a certain continuity of policy in an affair of this kind. Doubt- 
less they would approach itina different spirit, but the government would be bound 
by the undertaking of its predecessor.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—When the new 
envoy, sent to Washington by the German 
Emperor, declares that the Monroe doc- 
trine is an important guarantee of the

The negroes of the neighborhood have 

made no Arrangements for the al de- 
livery of mali. Many of the letters awalt- 
ing call are said to contain money due 
employes by the owners of cotton planta- 
tions. Recently they have been advertised 
in the Missismpp! newspapers as being held 
by the postoffice authorities, Practicaliy 
no call has been made for them. The 
postoffice department, therefore, is in a 
quandary. 
Communications have passed between 
the Mississippi postal authorities and the 
postmaster-general on the subject, and the 
result will be that the letters probably will 
be sent to the dead letter office. 

When the order closing the Indianola 
office was issued, the department directed 
that all mail for that town should be han- 
died at Greenville, about thirty miles 
distant. Assigning that the administra- 
tion did not intend to make an absolute 
hardship of their punishment, the white 
residents asked that thé mail destination 
be changed to Heathman, about twenty 
miles nearer, — the r 
insisted the facilities at the latter place 
were inadequate to meet the sudden in- 
crease in business.

Albert Copeland Was a Postmaster at 
the Time, While David Conklin 
Was a Lineman.

BLOOMINGTON, III., Feb. 7.—Albert H. 
Copeland of Chenoa, this county, who for 
30 years was the agent for the Chicago & 
Alton at that point, has perhaps the best 
claim to being the first train dispatcher. 
He has now retired from active life. He 
is a native of Middleburg. Vt., and in 1852 
occupied the position of assistant, post- 
master at that point. The telegraph was 
a novelty in those days and was usually 
located tn the postoffices. This was the 
case at Middleburg. 

Mr. Copeland was the operator in — 
In December, 1852, a heavy fall of snow de- 
layed the trains on the road, then known 
as the Burlington & Rutland. The wires 
brought the news to Mr. Copeland that the 
north-bound train from Boston had stalled 
near Rutland. The south-bound train was

due to meet the north-bound at Brandon, 
a station south of Middleburg. Becoming 
— 18 with these facts, Mr. Copeland 
walked to the depot and informed the con- 
ductor of the south-bound train and agreed 
to go with him as far as Brandon in order 
to vg ty the delayed train from that 
oint. the regular operator at Brandon be- 
ng absent on account of the fact that the 
day was Sunday. Upon reaching Brandon 
Mr. Copeland exchanged messages with the 
conductor of the north boun tran and 
also a freight train conductor at Rutland 
and it was arranged that the two trains 
should wait unttl the south-bound train 
should reach Rutland. 

his bit of 2 was the first ever 
attempted in New Eng and and met with 
so much favor that all the conductors ex- 
changed messages with each other in case 
of a delay. o oOfficia’'s soon recognized 
the value of the system and in a short time 
operators and dispatchers were engaged to 
relieve the conductors from this responsi- 
bility and instruments placed in the more 
important stations. r.

The neck is the important factor in the 
wrestling game. Not the least essential 
thing in this connection is that it be kept 
as nearly intact as possible. To have it 
twisted until you can feel the fifth verte- 
bra reluctantly leaving its job is not nice, 
neither does it help you to win the match. 

Im fact the ideal condition for the wrest- 
ler ts literally one of rubber“ neck. This 
does not sound artistic, but it will be 
found serviceable. 

The neck is the handle of the lever by 
which your opponent will turn you over. 
If he gets the hold there that he is after, 
either you will come over for him promptly 
and without objection, or you will wait a 
few moments and come anyhow. After 
whieh, the ambulance. ; 

Congequently it behooves. every novice 
at the game to pay particular attention 
to the place which his collar is accustomed 
to lead against, and to know the holds by 
which an opponent will attempt to get to 
that spot. 

The neck is also the place for which

ASON CITY REFORMS: CLOSES 
SUNDAY SALOONS, BARS GAMBLERS 


at the Missouri Capital, 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 7.—At 5 
o'clock this afternoon Chief of Police 
Charles R. Davis served notice on the gam- 
blers, who have been operating here, that 
they must close their places of business 
and seek more congenial climes. 

At the same time he notified the proprie- 
tors of 19 saloons to close their place of 
business at midnight tonight, and to keep 
their doors—front, side and rear—tight un- 
til 12 o’clock Sunday night. 

The order came like the proverbial thun- 
der-clap from a clear sky. 

At first the gamblers protested, but when 
informed that prosecutions would be insti- 
tuted at once, and a special session of ihe 
grandjury probably called, they became 
concillatory. 

The owners of five gambling houses re- 
ceived the chief's instructions which were 
issued in response to the following com- 
munication from Mayor Al Shoup: 

“Office of the mayor of the City of Jef- 
ferson, Mo., Feb. 7, 1903. 

“To the marshall o the City of Jefferson: 
By virtue of the power and authority in 
me vested, as chief executive of the city, 
I order you and your force of police officers, 
to see that every saloon in this city closes 
their places of business at 12 o' clock Satur- 
day nights, and that they do not resume 
business again before 12 o’clock Sunday 
nights; this order is to be enforced from 
and after this date and is to be strictly 
complied with in the future. 

“I further order you to ascertain if any 
gambling resorts are operated in this city. 
If you find anyone operating a gambling 
house, or device, you will arrest such party 
or parties and institute proceedings against 
him or them for such offenses against the 
law. 

law. “A. C. SHOUP. Mayor.“ 
In explanation of his letter to Chief 
Davis, Mayor Shoup said to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

Mayor Declares It 

Was His Own Idea. 

My decision to order the suppression of 
all forms of gambling was not due to the 
agitation stirred up by Dr. Brooks.

The Wuerpel collection of paintings (about 
40 canvasses) now on exhibition at the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, is even more interesting 
than that of last year. 

Mr. Wuerpel has found himself. He is 
confident, sure, self-reliant, free. There is 
no uncertainty in his touch. His artistic 
character and method are fixed. 

Mr. Wuerpel’s paintings are unintelligt- 
ble—and full of Meanings—like the sayings 
of the Christ, the haunting vistona of Mae- 


terlinck or the blazing confusion of Brown- 
ing’s poems. At first glance one is struck 
with wonder. Why should such things bet 
Then resentment that anybody should be 
able to find something in nothing, or — 
tend to find it. But wait a little. e 
clew will come with contemplation. It’s 
Wuerpel’s way of bringing the invisibie 
into visibility, of telling you that there is a 
reality behind this world of appearance, 
and then gently insinuating into your sor- 
did, Philistine soul a little understanding of 
what that reality is. 

Unintelligibie, yes, but so is the song 
of the seashell.

The more meanigs a picture has, or a

tnterest, entertain, inspire and console. 
When the meanings are exhausted the in- 
terest dies.

President Hart Holds That Leagues 
Should Be Equally 
Represented. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 7.—In discussing 


the prospects of baseball peace and a na- 
tional agreement today, President Hart 
of the local Natioral League Club ad- 
vancéd some ideas regarding a mode of 
baseball government, which will be in- 
teresting to the followers of the game, 
and which might, at least, be the concern 
of various representatives on whom will 
ultimately fall the task of drawing up a 
national agreement. 
President Hart holds, first of all, that 
at the meeting which will decide the plan 
of the exchange of government, national 
leagues and the minor leagues’ organiza- 
tion should be equally represented, and 
that national agreement itself should be 
nancy but should cover points as fol- 
ows: 

The respecting of all contract rights, 
the respecting of a reserve law, a settied 
drafting price and uniform playing rules. 


As Appeal Court. 

Upon this national board the American 
League, the National League and the Na- 
tional Association of minor leagues should 
have equal pn a oot ow on and, in order 
to bring a case before it, the club or 
nlayer so doing should have to pay the 


This same national board, while a court 
of appeals in minor league disputes, should 
also serve as a court of first resort in all 
cases between the major leagues them- 
selves or between either of the major 
leagues and any minor leagues or players.

Of course, as stated, only a small propor- 
tion of these exports would probably go to 
countries made accessible by the Panama 
canal, and yet more might go than one 
would imagine. Under existing circum- 
stances there are absolutely no figures with 
which comparisons can be made, because 
there is no trade with these countries from 
the Mississippi valley. 

With the condttions at present existing 
in the market for farm products, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose, therefore, that the most 
direct benefit that will accrue to St. Louls 
and the West from the construction of the 
Panama Canal will be from the sale of 
manufactured goods. Already is there a 
demand for American made goods in the 
Orient and in South America. There is a 
demand from our own possessions in the 
Pacific and from China and Japan. When 
in St. Louls some weeks ago Ang Hak 
Fang, the president of the Chinese Steam- 
ship line, stated that he expected that one 
of the first cargoes his company would get 
was a cargo of clocks. It appears that 
within the past few years every Chinaman 
who can raise the money has been seized 
with a great desire to own an American 
clock. These are made in the Mississippi 
valiey. 

But with the coming of the Panama Ca- 
nal, well posted and far-seelng business 
men believe that a trade will spring up in 
a line of manufactured goods not now con- 
eid St. Louts merchants and manu- 
facturers have always been quick to Invade 
new commercia! territory, and there ig no 
doubt that they will immed'‘ately take ad- 
vantage of any opening made by the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal and the 
coming of cheap transportation. 

Statistics and facts taken from the last

The construction of the Panama canal 
by the United States will undoubtedly 
prove of great and immediate benefit to 
the cotton and western states, just as soon 
as they commence to secure direct ship- 
ment to ine Orient from some gulf port. 
And this will increase as time goes on. 
All that is needed is an opening. 

All the freight from the Mississippi val- 
ley to gulf ports is hauled over a water 
level. It makes little difference whether 
it goes by rail or river. The cost is about 
the same, as long as it does not have to 
be hauled over the mount&ins. With the 
Panama canal, this freight will have to be 
transferred but once to get it into the 
Orient and so it can be shipped at the 
lowest possible cost. a 

I speak of the cotton states first, be- 


cause it seems to me that the immedi- 
ate results will be quicker there. Already 
there sre large exports of cotton direct 
from these states, and when once a short 
all-water route is established the benefits 
will be incalculable. 

I look for no especial benefit to the wheat 

owers, as wheat growers. No grain is 
shipped to the Orient from this section, 
nor is it likely there will be; but the 
canal will be of benefit to the Pacific 
coast states in the event that the demand 


save many thousands of miles in ship- 
ping their products to Europe. 

The great benefit to the West and to 
St. Louis will, I think, be to the manu- 
facturing interests. At present Europe is 
furnishing the Orient with manufactured 
goods. With the opening of the Panama 
canal, America will come in for a larger 
share, and the Mississippi! valley is nearer 
to the canal than the Atlantic coast. 1 
should say that St. Louls manufacturers 
would benefit much. 

As to the part the Mississippi river will 
play in the commerce of the valley and the 
Orient it is hard to say. At present river 
traffic Is at its lowest point in history. The 
railroads seem to be filling the requtre- 
ments. To such an extent are they doin 
this that we have reduced our equipmen 
to a very low state. But if commerce in- 
creases and a demand is made for river 
service, it will be no trouble to furnish all 
the boats needed. 

I do not, however. ever expect to see a 
through line of boats from any ocean port 
to St. Louls. Laying aside the question of 
a deey waterway, the financial side of the 
question makes {it impracticable. In order 
for a steamship to make any money now- 
adayr it must carry from 14,000 to 16,000 
tons, The cost™of such a ship is not lesg, 
than a million dollars. A string of 
that will haul the same load up or down 
the river would not cost more than one- 
fifth the amount and the cost of running 
the barges would not be more than one- 
fifth ar much. The deduction is easy. 

The subject of the benefits to be derived 
from the Panama Canal is a broad one, 
but from my observation and experience in

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THE STATEHOOD BILL. 


. The statehood bill which has been pending in the Senate for 


several weeks may get through before Congress adjourns. 
The House ‘ill provided for the admission of New Mexico, 
Arizona and Oklahoma. This, the so-called omnibus bill, was 
feferred to the Senate eommiixée on territories, which reported 
@ substitute bill bringing in Oklahoma, with the Indian Territory, 


combined as one state. 5

— — — The territories are prepared for statehood 
by reason of population, natural resources and social develop- 
ment. Oklahcma contains 298,331 inhabitants, Indian Territory 
$52,060 (62,500 Inciars), Arizona 122,931, New Mexico 19,310. The 
Republican senators frankly confess partisan motives. They 
fear that the new states will send six Democratic senators to 
Washington and cast nine electoral votes for the Democratic 
presidential cardidate in 1904. Senator Quay, however, does not 
ghare these scruples. He is more concerned with certain Penn- 
gylvania interests in New Mexico and Arizona which will be 
promoted by statehood. He has played a skillful game against 
the obstructionists, his latest vroposal to tack the bill on one of 
the grent appropriation bills as a rider being, apparently, a mas- 
ter stroke of strategy. The Republican senators seem willing 
‘now to compromise. 

Just what shape the measure will have when it reaches the 
President it is impossible to say. The union of New Mexico and 
Arizona is a mere compromise resting upon no sound principle 
of politics or justice But there is a very strong sentiment back

His directions do not differ in any respect from those of other 
successful men: health, bodily and mental, diligence, economy, 
but not parsimoniousness, enterprise, vigilance, ete.—we have 
heard them all. The poor boy can acquire wealth if he prac- 
tices the economic virtues and avoids dissipation. 

Let it be granted. But is this the only kind of success? Why 
is it that the only successful man, acknowledged as such, is 


very few of which he can use? 

Mr. Hin himself, for instance: He speaks of nothing but 
money, but his greatest success lies in his wonderful conceptions 
and public achievements. The development of the Northwest, 
much of which is due to Mr. Hill, is a better title to fame and 
a truer certificate of success than the things he calls his own. 
He has organized industry and constructed systems of trans- 
portation which will serve mankind long after he is dead and 
gone. Is not this success of a higher order than the accumula- 
tion of wealth?

Capt. Hobson made an application for retirement a few months 
ago, alleging good reasons for the step, but the request was 
denied.

Each morning he goes to the treas- | 
ury house named civilization seeking today | 
a book, a law, a tool, a song, a prayer, 
seeking food or raiment. If the man goes 
through life always taking out more than 
he puts in, he has failed. If the man puts 
back into the granary more than he takes 
out and produces more than he consumes 
he succeeds. We shall never get a better 
division of the workers than John Rus- 
kin’s. The soldier keeps the state in liber- 
ty; the physician keeps the state in health; 
the teacher and editor keeps the state in 
wisdoin; the judge keeps the state in jus- 
tice; the moralist teaches the state ethics, 
while the merchants and manufacturers 
feed and cloth them. Once the youth has 
found out where, for him, is the line of 
least resistance, what is his highest facul- 
ty and what form of treasure he can best 
of all produce. Once the youth has grasped 
the handle of his own being and begun to 
produce smoothly, that moment he has be- 
gun to succeed. He succeeds also in pro- 
portion as he takes little out of the granary 
as the years go on and puts much in. 

Of course, one youth may produce dlrect- 
ly, making coats, for example, with which 
to clothe the people, and never once mak- 
ing a lying thread or selling a lying gar- 
ment. Another youth may decide not to 
make coats, but to become a teacher and 
instruct boys who will later make coats 
and produce foods. 

Strictly speaking, therefore, over against 
the financial magnates, whose names and 
fame fill the world, we must put the occa- 
sional teacher, like that man in Boscawen, 
where two men trained 120 men for the 
learned professions, including Daniel Web- 
ster. Nor must we forget the obscure girl 
school teacher who has put her intellectual 
and moral life into hundreds of boya In 
the long run, many an old mald teacher,

It seems, therefore, that there are some 
poor boys who succeed by becoming rich, 
and there are some poor boys who succeed 
by achieving a competence, and there are 
some poor boys who succeed by remain- 
ing poor. 


PRACTICAL RULES. 

UT for the multitude of boys and 
RB girls who tomorrow will turn their 
faces toward the store, the factory, 
the practical question is: How shall I make 
my $6 a week to be $12, my = a weex to 
be $50 and my $100 a week to be 52007 These 
young men want not the theories that 

sound well, but rules that work well. 

They test all advice by the financial re- 
turns. They want to know what the rule 
does, whether or not it has been tried, and, 
if so, with what measure of spccess. To- 
morrow morning when the boy climbs on 
the car, perhaps it will be well for him to 
fix in his memory this simple counsel: 
Remember that your time and strength to- 
day belong, not to you, but to your em- 
ployer; that, with all your heart you are 
to do his business, as if it were yours, save 
for him as if you were saving for yourself. 
Study every detail of your work as he 
would study it, and finally know more 
about your department of his business than 
he knows, until you become indispensable 
to him. 

This rule will work and bring you suc- 
cess, because it has been tried, and has 
brought success. 

Some seven years ago there was a young 
man in Chicago, poor, friendless, who 
sought the advice of his pastor. He had 
spent his little all in studying stenography 
for six months. When the position was ob- 
tained for him he wrote letters for his 
employer. 

Taking the rule that I have given as his 
maxim, he determined to master his em- 
ployer’s business. 

When his employcr dictated to the boy a 
letter in regard to selling lumber or coal, 
for example, the boy determined to study 
the coal or lumber situation and find out 
why he sold at that price. 

When the man dictated a letter directing 
one of the men to buy for nimi, he investi- 
gated the question upon what ground the 
man was buying. 

When the businees men came into his em- 
private office and the two men 
fenced with each other, each seeking the 
advantage, he sat with his eyes and ears 
open, studying every crack and crevice of 
the stranger’s nature, watching the smiles 
and frowns pass over each man’s face.

inheritance, and between $3000 and $4000 was 
saved between the time I began the prac- 
tice of the law and my first nomination for 
the presidency. The acquaintance and no- 
torfety given me by the presidential cam- 
paigns largely aumented my earning power 
as well as largely increased my expenses 
and the demands upon my purse. In 1897 
I received $17,000 as royalty from my book, 
“The First Rattle,“ an equal amount, the 
remaining half of the royalty, being dis- 
tributed among various committees that 
were carrying on the campaign for the res- 
toration of bimetallism. Since that time, 
except when in the army, I have derived 
my income from lectures and from articles 
written for newspapers and periodicals. 
Since 1896 I have contributed to the ad- 
vancement of political reforms more than 
$20,000, and that the reader may know that 
all my thoughts have not been centered on 
politics it may be added that donations 
for educational, religious and charitable 
purposes have in that time amounted to 
nearly half as much as my politica] contri- 
butions. 

“As I write editorials when on the road 
my lecturing has not interfered with my 
editorial work. but I expect to do less lec- 
turing in the future than I have in the 
past, because I desire to spend more time 
with my family and to do more baok-read- 
ing than I have had opportunity for in re- 
cent years. I shall only lecture enough 
to cover my personal and household ex- 
penses and to lay aside a little for old 


age.

WHITTIER MANUSCRIPTS SOLD 


Two Hundred and Seventy-One Lots 
Brought $10,000 at Auction to 
Raise Home Fund. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Some manuscripts 
of John G. Whittier and letters, formerly 
owned by him, were sold at auction in this 
city last night to secure funds for the 
maintenance of the old Whittier homestead. 

The 271 lots sold brought $10,000. An 
original draft of a message by President 
Lincoln to Congress in regard to the Freed- 
men's Aid Society obtained by Chas. Sum- 
ner from Lincoln and presented .o Whit- 
tier, brought $845, the highest figure of the 
sale, 

A letter from Alfred Tennyson to Whit- 
tier went for $100. 

Among the purely Whittier relics, an 


original unpublished and last stanzas of 
the poem published in the 50's, „To My Sis- 
ter,.“ a stanza which is signed in full by 
the author, was sold for $3. The stanza 
runs thus:

Dolliver has already had one narrow es- 
cape from being vice-president and subse- 
quently attaining to the President’s chair. 
He came so rear being named the Mc- 
Kinley running mate at the Philadelphia 
convention in 1900 that he is hoping the 
political lightning will play around him 
again next year, and that it will strike all 
right this time. 

With the announcement of Gov. Roose- 
velt that he would, under no consideration, 
accept the vice-presidential nomination, 
three years ago, Senator Dolliver was 
brought out as the leading candidate of the 
West for the McKinley running mate,and he 
was conceded the place if Roosevelt would 
remain firm in is determination not to 
take the second place. 


Nominating Speech 

Was All Ready. 

Dolliver was to be nominated for the 
vice-presidency by Lafe Young, editor of 
the Des Moines Capital. The nominating 
speech was written and had been sent out 
by the Associated Press, held for release 
by wire on the day of its delivery. 
Then Roosevelt was induced to take the 
second place, against his wishes, and the 
Associated Press flashed a short bulletin 
all over the country to the papers taking 
its réport: 
Change Dolliver’s name to Roosevelt in 
Young’s nominating speech!“ 
And Dolliver’s speech warmed over served 
the purpose of nominating Roosevelt for 
the vice-presidency, which was done by 
Young, who was to name Dolliver, but Dol- 
liver withdrew the night before the con- 
vention, when it was learned that Roose- 
velt had given way and would make the 
race. 
Then came the assassination of Pres!- 
dent McKinley and the elevation of Vice- 
President Roosevelt. Do'liver came so near 
the first place then that he cannot resist 
the temptation now and will be a vice- 
presidential candidate again. 

Dolliver is now serving his third year 
in the United States Senate, the confrere of 
William Allison (who was Iowa's candi- 
date for the presidency at the St. Louis 
convention in 1896). He was appointed to 
the Senate by Gov. Shaw (now secretary 
of the treasury) when Senator Gear died, 
and was subsequently elected for a six 
year term by the Iowa legislature when 
it assemb'ed. Prior to going into the Sen- 
ate he had represented the Tenth Iowa 


congressional district in the National 
House. 


Dolliver Is 

Great Orator. 

Dollivar has won a reputation as one 
of the foremost orators of the country; 
one of the silver-tongued orators now in 
the Senate. 

The Dollivar candidacy, however, is not 
the unanimous ‘choice of the Iowa Repub- 
licans, for he is being opposed by iowa 
leaders and’ papers, even thus early in 
his candidacy. e is an advocate of the 
“Iowa idea“ in tariff reform, fathered and 
championed by Gov. Cummins and this 
has made him manv enemies.

Traders in the St. Louis Mar- 
ket Are Favoring Selling 
on Present Conditions. 


THE CASH SITUATION IS 
REGARDED UNFAVORABLY 


Too Many Fake Foreign Reports— 
Strong Cash Demands for Both 
Corn and Oats—Restricted Car 


Services Hampers’ the 
Movement to and From 
Market. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 

The change in speculative sentiment from 
the bull to the bear side of wheat that was 
predicted in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch 
has certainly come to pass, if not alto- 
gether in domestic specplative centers to a 
certain extent at any rate, as indicated by 
the change in tone of wire and market let- 


ter advice. At no place has this change 
been more notable than in the St. Louis 
market. isgust, aroused by the Armou: 
manipulation, which threw down every one 
who attempted tg follow it, besides most 
horribly putting the market out of joint 
and — to call from one moment 
to anot Disgust, aroused by fake tales 
of foreign buying. especially that for 
French account on French crop damage, 
and which later emphatically denied or dis- 
proven by failure of the alleged purchases 
to clear from this country. Disgust, 
aroused by strained stories regarding won- 
derful domestic demands for the actual 
wheat and its scarcity, as evidenced by the 
prices paid, which is entirely due to tied up 
railrvad transportation throughout the 
country. Discouragement, because of the 
failure of the market to bull except through 
the machinations of manipulation. These 
are some of the reasons why so many 
people have I the buying and taken up 
the sellin e of wheat. And though the 
season o — scares is at hand and will 
be worked good and plenty, and though 
— 7 4 by Armour or his man Valen- 
tine may again enter the market, under the 
light of present conditions, I belfeve that 
side is the winer, if the selling is on the 
bulges that are forced by fakes and false 
sentiment or shorts covering on oversold 
markets. 


- 


One good and sufficient reason why the 
St. Louis speculative traders have made 
such a general about-face in their specu- 
lative operations is the heavy and appar- 
ently permanent load this market is carry- 
ing in its stock of elevator wheat. When 
1902 was entered, and even before that, the 
wheat carried in public and private stock 
in this market was rapidly reduced. So 
far this year it tsn’t to any great extent. 
A year ago No. 2 red in public elevators 
found ready sale at 1½% over May loaded, 
and May was then over 10c higher than it 
is now. At the present time holders of 
that grade in public houses would be glad 
to sell it at le under May loaded, and pub- 
lic offers to sell round lots of No. 2 red at 
4c under May in the house or 30 under 
loaded have been made in the pit without 
tempting buyers. Where, from about the 
middie of November, 1901 the public stock 
here decreased unt!) at this date in 192 ft 
had been reduced 1.852.000 bushels, of wh ch 
1.766.000 bushels was in No. 2 red alone; 
during this same pense of the pres- 
ent season the total reduction bas 
been 983.000 bushels, or about half 
that for the previous period and No. 2 red 
has only been cut down 7.000 bushe's. On 


Nov. 16, 1901. the stock of No. 2 red was 
1.312 000 bushels greater than on same date 
in 1902. Now it is 367,000 bushels greater 


than a year ago.

To de sure this wonderful reversal in 
form in the St. Louis stock of wheat has 
been brought about by the fact that the 
1%. wheat crop was of extraordinarily fine 
quality and that the 1992 wheat crop was 
just about the reverse. But the fact also 
remains that the 1902 wheat of contract 
grade is as deliverable uvon contract as 
was the * specimen that 1901 
preduced, some one has to carry the 
present load until it can be gotten rid of, 
even as the Kansas City hard winter wheat 
that blighted and blasted and depressed 
and demoralized the St. Louis market until 
it was worked off at any old price.

INCREASES. WAGES 


Percentage Granted by M., 


K. & T. Agreed On by 
Officials and Men. 


General Manager 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad announced 
yesterday afternoon that the company 
had agreed to pay the wage increase de- 
manded by the men employed on the 
road. 

The terms are 15 per cent for freight 
and mixed conductors and brakemen, and 
12 per cent for those engaged in those 
positions in the passenger service.

The raise 
will probably be put into effect next 
month,

He has just written, and 


will have translated and produced in German, a four act play dealing with 
the trust evil and showing a Utopian condition in a great factory not controlled 


by a trust. 


The play is called “Daily Bread.” It tells of the affairs of the firm of Live 
& Letlive, brewers of Health Nutrine. An idea of the play is gained by simply 
reading over the names of the characters. The name of the general director of 
the brewing concern is Adelyhus Tolerant. The agent of the trust syndicate is 
Marcus Hogitall. And these two sames give a good idea of the two characters 


themselves. 


HE first act of the Dierkes play is 
7 Jaid in the office of the brewery. Mr. 
Tollerant is discovered writing a let- 

ter with a vitriolic pen to Hogitall, refus- 
ing to accept his offer to come into the 
trust. His wife and daughter come in and 


remind him that it is the 30th birthday of 


the son of the head of the firm, who, under 
his father’s will, himself becomes the head 
when de shall become 30. Later it is an- 
nounced that the young man has returned 
from Burope and is now in town. 


In return for a favor done, Papa Toll- 
erant offers to do anything that day that

After the scene with his daughters and 
wife, enter the office of Tollerant Joseph 
Bergman, whom Tollerant hasn't seen for 
years. Bergman is a professor of chémis- 
try. His entrance injects a bit of humor 
into the play. Tollerant tells Bergman all 
about the breawery and how it is conducted, 
and, throwing open a window, shows him 
the plant in operation. Bergman then tells 
Tollerant the reason he has come to see 
him at this time is because the trust has 
asked him (Bergamn) to make a chemical 
analysis of the brew, in order that it may 
force Live & Letlive into the syndicate. 
He shows Tollerant the mixture he has 
made from the analysis, and Tollerant is 
forced to admit that it is identical .with 
his brew. Bergman then tells Tolterant 
that he has not turned the formula over 
to the syndizate, and the scene closes with 
the two old chums hugging each other and 
patting each other on the back. 

The second act is in the home of the 
widow Live and introduces young Live, his 
sister Tillie and his mother. The mother 
is a frivolous woman with a hankering 
for a titled son-in-law. She has at last 
hooked a foreigner, Prince Jerome, with 
whom she is trying to make a marriage 
with Tillie. Tillie, however, is a true 
American and cares not for titles. She 
does, however, have a liking for the prince, 
only she despises his manner of life. She 
finally throws a silver dollar at his feet, 
telling him that it is what he is in love 
with, »ot her.

The act develops this love story and also 
the fact that young Live had fallen in love 
with Marie Tollerant the first time he saw 
her and she with him. Scenes between 
these two pairs of lovers, between the 
prince and the mother and the mother and 
son, in which the mother urges him to sell 
out to a trust and pay no attention to Mr. 
Tollerant, whom she designates as a ser- 
vant, take up most of the act. The closing 
scene, however, is quite strong. It is an 
interrupted interview between Hogitall and 
young Live, by Tollerant. The young man 
is about to sign the contract with the trust, 
Tollerant comes in and prevents the act, 
and Tollerant and Hogitall exchange com- 
pliments. 

The third act is back in the office of Live 
& Letlive and brings out the fact that 
young Live has finally sold out to the trust, 
which orders everything shut down and all 
the men discharged, while an inventory is 
taken. Tollerant calls in all the employes, 
and, in a touching scene, tells them the 
news and resigns his position. Then, left 
alone, he bids good-by to his office chair in 
these words: 


“My dear old chum, you and TY um soon 
be compelled to part company. For well- 
nigh thirty years, through sunshine and 
storm. in prosperity and adversity, through 
all the vicissitudes of my busy career, you 
have been my constant, strong and steady 
support. In your arms, my dear, old, pa- 
tient friend, I have thought, labored and at 
times peacefully slumbered. But we must 
not part. Where I go you shall go. My 
home #hall be your home.“ 


During this act, also, Marie tells her 
mother of her love for Edward, on whose 


desk her mother finds her placing flewers. 
After this the mother goes out, and Marie 
falls asleep in young Live's chair, where he 
finds her. A pretty love scene follows. 
During this act, too, Prince Jerome, who 
has been epurned by Tillie, comes to Mr. 
Tollerant, and, without giving names, tells 
his story and asks for a chance to earn 
his daily bread. Mr. Tollerant sets him to 
work. The act closes with the announce- 
ment by Edward that he has sold out to the 
trust and the victory of Mr. Hogitall. Then 
they all go and leave Mr. Tollerant alone. 
Through his open window he hears the 
voices of children singing My Country, 
*Tis of Thee.” He goes to the window and 
looks out. He soliloquizes as follows and 
the curtain falls: 

“My country, "Tis of Thee, Sweet Land 
of ldberty. Of thee little children sing, 
whose fathers have been tcld that from to- 
morrow no longer will provision be made 
for them to earn their daily bread. Sweet 
land of liberty. Our flelésoverfiow with 
the ripeness thereof, yet the people 
not eat the hread of heaven without - 
ing exorbitant tribute to Mr. Trust. Sweet 
Land of Liberty! Ig that system of illegal 
ly protected combines, which unreasonably 
enriches u few at the expense and oppres- 
sion of millions, conducive of liherty. as in- 
tended by our fathers? May the glorious 
anthem of liberty now melodiously ascend- 
ing from yonder valley, inspire me with a 
thought, which, in a small measure, may

As the curtain rises a workman jis discov- 
ered talking to a child, who is trying to 
comfort him.

All If the Boer Delegates Now inthe West 


Find an American Transvaal 


EYNOLDS’ NEWSPAPER, in London, stated a week ago today that it was 
reliably informed from South Africa that a wholesale emigration of Boers 
to the United States was in contemplation, and that trusted leaders now 

in this country were selecting the land upon which the burghers 
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would settle. 


This authority further stated that 900 Boer families would institute the first in- 
stallment of this last great trek. As the Boer families average about 10 members 
each, this would mean the coming across the ocean of about 9000 persons. 

No doubt is entertained that the leaders who are selecting sites in this coun- 
try are the party of Boers now touring the Southwest, headed by former President 
Reitz of the Orange Free State. The Litter struggle which took place between 
the Gould and Harriman railroad interests to secure possession of this party of 
Boer leaders shows that the contemplated emigration is no mere settlement of a 
few isolated families, but something of far greater magnitude.

The Old-New Land of the Queen of Sheba Allures a Young Missouri Millionaire. 
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ROUTE OF MRIR.MILLANS EXPEDITION FROM THE 
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William N. MeMillan's Expedition Into the African Interior Is Interesting 
the British Government —MeMillan Will Introduce Silk Hats and 


White Shirts at the Court of Menelik, King of Abyssinia—Will Hunt 


Lions and Elephants and Take a Caravan of One Hundred Camels 


ILLIAM NORTHRUP M’MILLAN of 25 Portland place, St. 
Louis, will leave London this week to explore the source of the 
Blue Nile river, in remote Northeast Africa. 

Mr. McMillan is the son of the late William McMillan, a St. Louis 
millionaire, who was for many years at the head of the American Car and 
Foundry Co. in St. Louis. He is 30 years of age, 6 feet 3 inches tall, and 
weighs 250 pounds. He has hunted lions and elephants in African fun- 
gles, has been invited to visit the court of Menelik II, King of Abyssinia, 

and is one of the most interesting of present-day millionaires who are 
fond of adventure, 

Mr. McMillan will take into Africa one of the largest expeditions of 
recent years. A hundred camels will be requird to carry his equipment. 
Seventy of the hardy sons of Abyssinia will be engaged at Menelik’s 
capital. Like Stanley, the St. Louis explorer will carry steel boats in 
sections, so that when he reaches the headwaters of the unexplored Blue 
Nile he may launch his boats and descend the river. The entire expense of 
the expedition will be defrayed from Mr. McMillan’s fortune. The expedi- 
tion will be organized in Abyssinia in March of this year, and is expected 
to reach the source of the Blue Nile about June. Two months are con- 
sidered enough for the descent of the river to its junction with the White 
Nile, near Khartoum, where Mr. McMillan will be joined by a British 
gunboat, the government lending its aid to the expedition to this extent.

Chief of the principalities of that strange 
land is Ethiopia, or, as it is better known, 
Abyssinia, though it is offensive to the 
Abyssinian to call his country by any 
other name than Ethiopia. Abyssinia is 
the only Christian country in the far East. 
Menelik II traces his lineage directly back 
to Menelik I, who was the son of the Queen 
of Sheba and Solomon. 

There is no more independent country in 
the world than that of Abyssinia. The King 
of Abyssinia is its greatest warrior. The 
black soldiers of Abyssinia have been fight- 
ing since long before Christ. The Moslem 
hordes of the Soudan are upon their west 
side. Time and again the brown men of the 
desert and the black men of the moun- 
tains have fought fiercely along the border. 
But the Dervishes and the Arabs have nev- 
er secured a foothold in Abyssinia. But a 
few years ago Italy attempted a bit of land 
grabbing in Abyssinia. The King of Kings 
rode out at the head of his motley horde 
and whipped the Italian army so easily 
that Italy has not bothered him since, Only 
once in recent times have the Abyssinians 
been humiliated in war, which is their chief 
vocation. That was in 1868, when Theodore, 
then King of Abyssinia, killed two British 
envoys, cast a third in prison, and behaved 
so offensively that Sir Robert Napier was 
sent in‘o Africa at the head of a punitive 
expedition. The Bris ish army of 1600 men 
were atacked by 6000 Abyssinians. One rat- 
tle of the British machine guns, and it was 
all over. The Abyssinigns left 800 dead on 
the feld in five minutes. The British had 
not e man killed. : 

When Menelik II became King of Abys- 
sinia be applied the lesson taught by the 
battle wiih Sir Robert Napier. He began 
to buy guns. He bought guns and broke up 
the old spears of his black soldiers untl, 
when the war with Italy came, the Abys- 
sinlans were well armed and could fight 
white men upon an equal footing. 

England, Russia, France and Italy all 
maintain considerable est blishments at the 
Abyssinian capital of Addis Ababa, but 
Menellk is quite independent of them all. 
He is id to like the British better than 
any other of the governments which are 
represented at his capital, and Abyssin‘a 
is sometimes said to be under British pro- 
tection. 


Mr. McMillan’s First 
Trip to Abvssinia. 


William North up McMil'an was the only 
child of the late W.ll.am McM han. one of 
the founders and the early financ al sup- 
port of the American Car & Foundry Co., 
the car trust that includes most of the 
principal car build'ng companies of tne 
country except the Pul man and the Wag- 
ner. Just how many millions Mr. McMil- 
lag left his widow and his son is not known. 
But there are several of them and all are 
so invested that not even the cost of car- 
avans into the Sahara desert and into Af- 
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Tica will make any perceptible inroad upon 
them. 


William Northrup McMillan was one of 
those boys whose growth seems abnor- 
mal. At 19 years of age he was six feet 
and three inches tall. He had developed a 
bronchial affection and, his parents owning 
a summer home in New Mexico, he went 
down there and put in a couple of years 
with the cowboys, learning to ride, rope 
and above all to shoot without taking aim, 
as is the quick western way. He came 
back home weighing 250 pounds and with a 
taste for outdoor life that resulted in a 
trip to Egypt after his father’s death, in 
November, 1901. Here he formed a cara- 
van, made an excursion into the desert and 
conceived the idea of a lion hunt in Abys- 
sinia. Leaving his young wife with 
friends going back to Europe, he went on 
from Cairo to Port Said and down the 
Mediterranean to Jibuti, where there are 
many natives who make a business of 
tracking large game, of bearing tents and 
provisions and guns. He formed a com- 
pany of about 50, made up about half of 
Mohammedans and half of Christians. that 
there might no clashings through the 
various counties through which the cara- 
van must pass. 


The first lion of the three killed by Mr. 
McMillan, put the reputation of the young 
St. Louisan away up in Abyssinia. Track- 
ers had been out an@ discovered signs of 
beasts. So the beaters, two on each side, 
and the two bearers of guns with McMIil- 
lan closed in, making a great noise, to 
drive the lion to a common center. Me- 
Millan was just ahead of the bearers. 
when he entered suddenly into a clearing. 
As he entered he saw a monster lion look- 
ing straight toward him. Lions leap 30 feet 
at a bound. The lion crouched as Mr. Mc- 
Millan shot. His bullet knocked out a tooth 
and came out of the jaw. This enraged the 
lion and he made a second spring, this 
time almost clearing the ground. As he 
was in the air his faithful carriers hindea 
him a second gun and he shot the western 
wav, without sighting, hitting the Lon 
under the fore leg and going around and 
entering the heart. The lion fell dead al- 
most at his feet. 

That night there was great rejoicing in 
camp The Christians drank brandy, as is 
the wont of Christians in Abyssinia, and 
thé Mohammedans asking that they might 
gu to a neighboring village and buy a camel. 
So long into the night there was sound of 
revelry and much chanting of songs, in 
which the greatness of the mighty and 
glorious chieftain, the great hunter, was 
extolled. 


One incident in the hunt showed the pa- 
triotism of the young St. Louisan. He car- 
ried with him a small silk fag. When he 
had camped near a village he displayed the 
flag from a pole in a tree. Soon there was 
commotion in the village and then the head 
man was received and given brandy ana 
presents and made to taste St. Louis hospi- 
tality. He seemed sad with ital. Finally 
he inquired what might be the meaning at- 
tached to the display of a foreign flag in 
the kingdom of Abyssinia. He said the 
only foreign flag his country knew was the 
English. When the flag was unfolded it 
meant that the English had taken posses- 
sion of the land. 


“Have you come also to take possession 
of Abyssinia?’ he asked Mr. McMillan. 


The young St. Loulsan took down the 


flag and asked the head man to take it to 
his tent find place it on the wall. and as 
he looked at it remember that it stood 
not for robbery of lands, but for friend- 
ship to the oppressed. 

The present journey of Mr. McMillan will 
first take the young man southwest in 
Abyssinia for rhinoceros hunting. Then he 
will visit the King at his capital, Adisa 
Beba. Then, with Col. John L. Harrington, 
the British representative, and  Isador 
Morse of Boston and possibly a St. Louis 
man, Mr. McMillan will start with a car- 
avan of camels and donkeys, carrying steel 
boats, bullt in sections, in England, and 
used with steel boxes for the protection 
of supplies from dampness. 

He will probably have 75 natives as a 
military escort and bearers. He will go to 
Lake Tana in about the middle of Abvs- 
sinta and there launch his boats, let part 
of the company depart and start down the 
Plue Nile that has never been explored 
from its source. He will go immediately 
aiter the rainy season has ended. 

There may be great falls, there may be 
savage tribes. A steam launch is now on 
its way up the White Nile and a British 
gunboat will follow it, going as far as it

HE Illinois legislature is expected, be- 
43 fore the present session ends, to 
make a liberal appropriation for a 
monument to Judge Nathaniel Pope, who 18 
buried in Bellefontaine Cemetery in St. 
Louls. 

No other man had more to do with the 
early history of Illinois, yet his grave has 
been neglected, as was that of Thomas 
Benton, not far from it, and but lately 
provided with a fitting monument by the 
state he did so much to make great among 
its fellows. 

The man whose efforts resulted in a mon- 
ument to Benton is working for a monu- 
ment for Pope. This man is ex-Comptroller 
Isaac H. Sturgeon. He has brought to the 
attention of Gov. Richard Yates the need 
for a monument, and recited to the legisla- 
ture the deeds done by Judge Pope for the 
state of hid adoption. He hopes that & 
large sum will be appropriated. 

Nathaniel Pope was a native of Kentucky. 
He settled in Ste. Genevieve, Mo. Then he 
moved to Kaskaskia, III. He was the first 
secretary of the Territory of Illinois, and 
its first delegate to Congress. It was his 
work in Congress that made the admission 
of the state possible. The old enabling law 
provided that the population of the state 
shou'd be 60,00. He had an enabling act 
passed that made the population 40,000. 

Republicans hold Judge Pope responsible 
for making Illinois Republican. By the ad- 
dition to its boundaries of a strip of land 
41 miles wide reaching from Lake Michi- 
gan to the Mississippi river, 14 counties 
were added, all of which have gone Repub- 
lican, regularly, from the day of their ad- 
mission to this. 

Thie strip, it is de leved, had more affect 
on American history than any one strp 
of land ever added to a state. It made 
the election of Abraham Lincoln possible, 
and it probably kept Illinois from going 
out of the Union. 


Because of Gov. Nathaniel Edwards’ de- 
lay is assuming his office, Pope, as secre-

Pope and Edwards were appointed by Mad- 
ison. It was Munroe, when Illinois was 
admitted as a state, who made Pope IIIi- 
nots’ first Federal Circuit judge, March 3, 
1873. But he did not go upon the bench 
until. through his words in Congress, he 
had forced the building of the Illinois and 
Lake Michigan canal, and had amended 
the proposed law regarding the sale of 
public lands so that two-fifths of the pro- 
ceeds should be given to the publis schools 
of the state and one-sixth to the erection 
and maintenance of a state university. 

It was by including Chicago in the state 
with the added strip that the Illinois Cen- 
tral was secured for the state. 

Nathaniel Pope died Jan. 22, 1850, at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Thomas Yeat- 
man, in St. Louis. Bellefontaine ceme- 
tery had not been laid out, and the judge 
was buried in the private burial grounds 
of Col. William O'Fallon, near O'Fallon 
Park. After Bellefontaine cemetery was 


Mrs. Beverly Allen, @ © 
daughter of Judge Pope, purchased a lot 
and had her father, husband and 5 
relatives buried there. :

As a kKatzenjammer eradicator the mas- 
sage machine is better than cold towe!s, 
absinthe frappe, bromo seltzer or German 
herring. 

The massage machine is the invention of 
a Springfield, III., barber, who, being at 
the seat of Illinois legislation, had such a 
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run of hot towels and cold towels and 
shampoos every morning that he set to 
work to invent a machine that would trans- 
farm a jaded, up-all-night face inte a thing 
of freshness and beauty. The result is the 
rétor-electric neuro-vibrator. 

‘There are two of them in one of the bar- 
ber shops in St. Louis, and they. are work- 
ing overtime, Whon one has once tried a 
machine-made massage and shampoo, he 
wants another. N i 

As a shainpooer the mchine is almost hu- 
man. It transforms dry hair or à dirty 
scalp into soft, cily, clean, tresses growing 
out of a skin as clean and pink. as 2 
baby’s. At the same time it soothes tired 
nerves, pulls neuralgia out ‘by the roots, 
arid sends a morning headache kiting. Fdr 
a hypersensitive condition it acts like ® 
sedative. 

The machine itself is a simple thing. A 
box in which is a one-sixth of a horge- 
power dynamo, supplied with city*clectric- 
itv, a feed wire tc a viſrator in a Small 
box on the end of a handle, and three rub- 
ber ‘bell-shaped cups are all the apparatus. 

The little vibrator in the SBC we box 
does the business. It is capable of produc- 
ing 5000 vibrations a minute to the rubber 
cup. The cups are of soft rubber and very 
fiexible. One of them is 2 inches in diame- 
ter and is used to massage the face, ex- 
cept the nose, for which a smaller cup is 
provided. For the shampoo there is a cup 
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about 2 inches. in ‘diameter, thre bottom of 
which. is composed of small rubber fingers 
that literally feel down into the scalp and 
draw ‘away the ‘séurf, stimulating the hair 
follicles and ‘producipg a. circulation equal 
to a big afternoon newspaper. 

The inventor claims thut it is a beautifier. 
Perhaps it is—in some cases it falls. . it 
could not help, but fail. 

Bui a massage by machine. is a distinctly 
new sensation, resembling in some respects, 
a pleasant thotgh! strong application of 
electricity’ without the shock. The vibra- 
tory motion of ‘the rubber cup on the skin 
produces ‘a most satisfying glow that seems 
to reach every nerve sin the face and 
head. 8

er is, first, get up sufficient nerve to 

ackle it. Climb into the barber's chair-and 
say: 

„0. I really don't need this, but 
tackled everything else and I might 
well add this _ experience.’ 

Ir the barber knows you, he will proba- 
bly say (for hc is wise to the workings of 
the little machine): 

“Your face is pretty dirty, sir.

The battle, ten days ego, was not 
new experience for the youthful Chief ain.

His father, Muley Hassan, died suddenly 
on June 9, 1894, in his camp at Tadla, on his 
way from Fez to Casablanca. Previously 
he had appointed Abdul Aziz, his young- 
est son, ‘“Khatifa’’—that is, his successor 
in case of death. But the majority of the 
court openly favored the Sultan's oldest son, 
Muley Mohammed, and there was much dis- 
cord at the great ceremony in the chief 
mosque when Abdul Agiz,’ then only 14 
years of age, proclaimed as Sultan, had 
the imperial umbrella ra'sed above him. 

The next day the muttering became a 
rebellion, and these events within the 24 
hours followed: 

Muley Mohammed was cast into prison. 

The greani-vizier or rd minister. was 
poisoned. 

The minister of war, a Wo of the 
grand vialer, was stabbed to death. 

The minister of finance was deposed be- 
cause of an intrigue against the Sultan.

Muley Oman, the 22-year-old brother of 
the Sultan, aitempted to have himself pro- 
claimed Sultan at Fez, but failed. Then he 
tried to bribe artificers to counterfeit the 
imperial seal, but they were not.to be 
tempted, 

Fach of nis four uncles declared himself 
the rightful succ¢sror to the throne. 


The goverror, of Rehamma,.one.-of the 
most powerfui tribes of Southern Morocco, 
an adherent of Muley Mohe ed; declared 
war against the Sultan. Four months later 
he was surrourded by the Sultan's forces. 
Finding escape impessible, he summoned 
his family to his presence, deliberately 
killed his wife, brother and brether-in-law, 
and then shot himself.

Morocco City, 


Where Muley’ was impris- 
oned, * “Depart, Was the command sent 
by the two governors of the city to the 
rebel leadérs, “or the head of Muley Mo- 
hammed will be cast from the city walls.”

the steady increase, year by year, of bank 
burglaries, until now, with the winter of 
192-38 but half over, the record has been 
broken. 

This he attributes to the crop of appren- 
tices in vegging turned out last winter. 

Speaking of the habits of yeggmen, and 
their methods of work, Mr. Pinkerton said: 

“Yeggmen as a class are a coarse, dis- 
sipated, ignorant lot of hoboes, and the re- 
cruits to the ranks are generally tramps 
and wanderers, such as may be found ly- 
ing around the cheap lodging houses in 
every big city 


Pinkerton Tells How 

the Yeggmen Work. 

“An expert yeggman makes up his gang 
in the spring, after lying around all winter 
in the company of an assortment of fellows 
tired of industry a itching to be crimi- 
nals. From these he picks out such as he 
thinks will be useful and loyal, generally 
another yeggman and two ‘stick-ups.’ 

“The gang is usually composed of from 
three to six men, After they understand 
one another and agree to meet early in 
the winter at a house in a cortain city, 
they disperse North. South. East and West 
on a prospecting tour. Each takes with 
him a small stock of shoelaces, rubber 
combs and phoney'“ jewelry to peddle, 
and as a shieid against being arrested for 
vagrancy. 

“When he comes to a town in which is 
a prosperous bank the peddler yeggman 
makes careful observations regarding the 
lay of the land. He enters the bank to 
offer his stuff for sale. and while he ‘s 
passing from clerk to clerk he notes the 
quality and make of the vault and safe, 
the locks to the bank doors, and whether 
or not a membership notice of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association hangs on the 
wall. Out of all the banks burglarized dur- 
ing the year only three or four were mem- 
bers of the association. Yeggmen fight shy 
of a bank in the association, because they 
know that it will hunt them down and 
surely get them because there is no limit 
to the amount of money the association 
will spend to apprehend and punish of- 


‘fenders against it. 


“At the same time he wanders about the 
country taking notes of the roads and 
where they lead to, patches of woods, rail- 
roads and other topographical features. He 
studies the habits of the night watchman 
and learns which of the inhabitants are 
likely to be downtown late at night. 

“The selling of shoelaces and jewelry 
seldom. if ever, supports bm, and he has 
recourse to house burglary, or cracks a 


‘soft’ safe with tools borrowed from a 
lacksmith's shop, for means of subsis- 
tance. 


“At the time and place agreed upon they 
meet in Noveniber and each tells of the 
‘plants’ he has discovered, with al par- 
ticularsa, accompanying his Information with 
maps, plans and diagrams 

“They then decide which ‘plant’ they will 
‘biow.’ They look about ind take in two 
mere men to do the diriy work, who will 
be content with a small pro rata of the 
swag. 

“The gang is ner ‘composed of two yegs- 
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men, or safeblowers, who nandle the nitro- 
siycerine and do the expert and dangerous 
work. One of these is captain, the other 
lleutenant of the gang. There are two 
‘stick-up’ men, forceful, fear‘ess and born 
murderers. Their mission is to stay either 
inside or déutside the bank and intimidate 
the town by shooting it up, keeping every- 
body indoors and all heads inside the win- 
dows while the safe is being blown. Some- 
times there is only one ‘stick-up,’ who is 
assisted by a ‘cat’ in an emergency. 

“A ‘cat’ is a cross between a hobo who 
is too cowardly to steal and one of the 
class of petty thieves who steals brasses 
in railroad yards, lead plumbing from de- 
serted houses and robs clotheslines. He is 
chiefly useful as a watch or lookout. The 
next degree above him is the ‘gay-cat,’ 
who is a cadger, and who begs and robs 
henroosts and potato patches to keep the 
gang in food, 

“The other member of the gang is the 
‘panhandler,’ who, as his name indicates, 18 
a cook and campkeeper. These lesser mem- 
bers of the gang get a small percentage of 
the stealings, the lion's share going to the 
yegs and the stick-ups. 

“Having picked out a bank to rob, the 
gang drop into town singly and look 
around, making themselves familiar with 
every detail of the neighborhood of the 
bank. Perhaps they will get werk for a few 
days if they can, in order to allay suspicion. 
They get acquainted wih the town: arshal 
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and the night watchman, and size them up. 
In a safe patch of woods outside the town 
they pitch their camp and await a favorable 
opportunity to blow the safe. 

“First they prepare their ‘oll,’ which is 
their slang for nitroglycerine. This they do 
by boiling a stick er two of dynamite. As 
the oil rises to the top of the pot they draw 
it off with a syringe and drop it into a rub- 
ber bottle, and pour some whisky or al- 
cohol on top of it to lessen the danger of 
premature explosion. It is marvelous the 
recklessness with which these hoboes han- 
dle the stuff. While the dynamite ts ‘cook- 
ing,’ as they call it, it is ‘soup,’ and they re- 
gard it as if it were as innocuous as that 
article of diet. From their kit they unwrap 
their take-down Winchesters and load them 
and at midnight go to town. 

„It is not a difficult matter for even the 
poorest burg ar to either unlock or break 
open the outer door of a bank. The watches 
are posted, a ‘gay-cat’ at the street inter- 
section a block away in one direction, a 
‘cat’ at the opposite intersection, one 
‘stick-up’ in front of the bank and the 
other at the nearest intersection where he 
can look up and down both streets. 

How the Teggman 

Blows His Safe. 

“One of the yeggmen produces a hard 
steel wedge with an edge as thin as pa- 
per Thie is inserted in the crack of the 

x at the top and given a few smart 
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blows that drives it in and ‘starts’ the 
door. A cap or lip is molded in putty and 
stuck to the front of the safe over the 
wedge. A strip of putty is laid over the 
bottom crack of the door and up the side 
cracks for a distance of six inchos. 

“The yeggman who handles the glycer- 
ine has had the rubber bottle containing 
it next to his skin, so that the warmth 
of nis body will render it perfectly fui. 
In cold weather nitroglycerine quickly con- 
geals and cannot be worked. 

“The glycerine is then poured into the put- 
ty cup and percolates through the narrow 
crack, along the steps of the door and 
down the bank to the bottom, where it leaks 
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down the bottom steps. 

“The first is a light charge of glycerine 
and is intended for a starter. The yeggman 
stands to one side and hits the glycerine 
that remains on the outside of the crack a 
tap with his hammer. It immediately ex- 
plodes, not with sufficien force to blow the 
door off, but tc loesen it greatly and facili- 
tate the introduction of a heavier charge. 

‘The cracks at the bottom of t door 
are again puttied, and this time the yesgs- 
man puts In enough nitroglycerine to en- 
tirely wreck the mechanism «i the heavy 
steel locks and bars end twow the door 
from its hinges. A detonating cap and fuse 
is laid and fred, and the yeggmen ratr ws

He had not the gift of 
impressing men which made so many 
friencs for Cole. Jim was inclined to be 
sullen and fearful that to talk would be to 
jeopardize his chances of freedom. Cole 


talked to everybody. He was the big 


laughing giant of Stillwater. He educat- 
ed himself in prison, and was made the li- 
brarian. This gave him opportunities to 
talk with ail the visi ors to the pr son- 
Finally he was made head nurse. 


I visited the Younger bovs at Stillwater 
a month before they were paroled. I found 
Cole carrying water on one of the streets 
in the prison yard. He was then 57 years 
old, a fellow fat with good cheer. He 
laughed about the 25 years he had spent 
there. He laughed about the prospect of 
getting out. He laughed about the old life, 
and his ha ha was long and hearty when 
I asked him what he would do if he were 
freed. 


Everybody about the prison was fond of 
Cole. He was the cheeriest soul in those 
grim walls. He always said “Certainly” 
when someone asked him to tell the story 
of the wild life in Missourl. But he never 
told anything, and I feel safe in saying he 
never will. He hr: been sounded on the 
subject so many times, and he has chased 
the devil around the stump with hs answers 
so much that his skill at telling you al 
about it and still never telling a thing ts so 
keen that you laugh in h’s face and he 
laughs with you, understanding that you 
see the point. What can you do with a 
man who talks like this: 


"Cole, you must have taken a great deal 
of money before you were caught. What 
did you do with it?’

poultry farm. The raising of squabs for 
the market is a new industry in M ssourl, 
and promises to be a lucrative field. 

The owners of the “Hiliside Squab and 
Poultry Farm” have entered into the bual- 
ness with the determination of making it 
the finest farm of the kind in the world. 
The entire management of the farm is in 


the hands of Mr. Fairbanks, who has a 
thorough knowledge of breeding pigeons 
and poultry. 

With this end in view, two pigeon houses, 
14 feet high. 32 feet long and 16 feet wide. 
have been built and eig: more are under 
construction, In the interior and around the 
walls the nesting boxes built, each one 
numbered, so that a reed can be kept. 
Two nests are alloted to each pair of birds. 

In one nest is placed a “nappy.” or 
earthenware bowl about nine inches in 
diameter and about two and a half inches 
deep, in which the eggs are laid. The 
other nest is reserved for the young squabs 
until they are marketable or able to take 
care of themselves. 

Around and over the breeding house is 
bullt the flying pen, extending 16 feet on ail 
sides. In this are placed automatic feed- 
ing boxes and water troughs. A pigeon 
nouse of this size will accommodate 86 pairs 
of birds. ‘There are abovt #0 on the farin 
at present. It is es Imated that from one 
pair of pigeons 22 squabs are matched each 
year. 

From the time the eggs are laid. two be- 
ing the number. they are constantly cov, 
ered, the male bird performing as much of 
this service as -he female, until the squabs 
are hatched. When the feeding time comes 
it 's the duty of the mother bird to feed 
the young end the male bird takes he: 
place in the nest.

honor among the Presidents themselves up- 
stairs—but including the new portrait of 
Mrs. Roosevelt, by Chartran, the great 
French painter. In the further end of the 
hall are doors leading to dressing rooms, 
where guests at evening functions receive, 
from a corps of maids and valets, the last 
finishing touches of their toilets. 


The grand staircase—on our right—is 
reached before the full length of this sub- 
terranean gallery—lighted by § electric 
lamps—is traversed. A rope, supported by 
uprights, divides the staircase in half, and 
we take the course at our right hands. 

The great enst room is entered at the 
top of the flight after we have turned to 
the eastward. This great apartment, ex- 
tending across the entire east side of ths 
old house, suggests many memories. In it 
the elder Harrison, Zachary Taylor, Mrs. 
Tyler and the two martyrs, Lincoln and 
McKinley, lay in state while President 
Cleveland selected it as the scene of his 


marriage. A century ago Mrs. John Adams 


was utilizing it as a space wheriin to dry 
her clothes, 


The “white room,” this great parior 
might now be appropriately termed. Its 
ceiling, floor and walls are immaculate. 
The only relief from its utter whiteness are 
its four granite mantals, its old gold win- 
dow draperies, its wall seats upholstered in 
the same coloring and the two blue royal 
Sevres vases presented to President Mo- 
Kinley by the President of France in com- 
memoratlem of the laying of the French- 
Amercian cable. These are placed on 
either side of the great east window. Not a 
single picture now adorns the walls, whose 
plainness is relieved by moldings and’ tab- 
lets in relief. The new inlaid floor is pro- 
tected from the boots of the public by an 
expanse of white crash which would car- 
pet every room in an ordirary house. The 
four large mirrors still stand above the 


‘mantels, upon each of Which is a pair of 
‘ne ar and a central:

basket of ferns. The three great crystal 
chandeliers still hang from the ceiling, but 
yet the east room—the only upstairs apart- 
ment to which the public will hereafter be 
admitted, is by far the plainest and least 
interesting apartment in the whole man- 
sion. The visitor who sees it since 
its rejuvenation will depart with the 
delusion that the house of the first 
American is surely a bare and cheer- 
less sort of place. But. unlike the 
great Library of Congress the “greater 
White House“ reserves all of its beauties 
for the elect who penetrate behind its 
closed doors. Yet, in this great parlor the 
President entertains his larger gatherings 
of a private nature. For the first time in 
its history a plano is now permanently in- 
stalled in the east room. It is of. the 
„grand“ type and is used weekly at the 
series of musicales with which the Roose- 
velts are delighting their friends. 

Here end the sights of the “greater White 
House“ unless ‘We be honored guests and 
receive a special permit from the Presi- 
dent's secretary, Mr. Cortelyou. I received 
such a passport a day or two ago and was 
permitted to take a camera into the inner 
apartments. Before my pass was signed I 
had to affix my signature to an instrument, 
drawn. up. by the secretary, by which I 
agreed to submit to him proofs of all photo- 

graphs made, before any were circulated, 
and the day of the publication of this ar- 
ticle was fixed as the first Sunday when 


any pictures of the finished mansion might 


be published. 

The new green room, entered by the 
southwestern door of the east room, is an 
apartment of rare beauty. It is the first of 
the suite of three parlors respectively: fur- 
nished and decorated according to distinct 
color schemes, wherefrom the names of 
these rooms have. been derived since gen- 
erations past. T three rooms have been most

The walls of the green room are covered 
with broad: expanse of heavy velvet of.a 
rich green The low wainscot is in white 
enamel, with a narrow footboard of gran- 
ite beneath.

It Is the parlor 
best remembered by all distinguished 
guests of the tation, for here all high func- 
tions of state are held and all new diplo- 
mats present their credentials to the head 
of our nation. 

The walls are covered with new sheets 
of rich blue corded silk. The window 
draperies are of the same material and 
from this solid field in their upper folds 
shine out constellations of golden stars. 
Between the three windows and on either 
side are electric wall candelabra, each with 
five lights and crystal pendants. In each 
window space is set a large palm in a wick- 
er basket. Skins of white polar bears 
partly cover the floor of this room also and 
above them hangs a crystal chandelier with 
electric candle lights and many pendants.

Criminal statisties for 1902 of the German 
empire haye just come to hand.

SoUIHMEST WILL EXTERMINATE THE BOLL-WEEVIL 


Missouri and Texas Legislatures and Congress to Appropriate Money for the War on the 
Mexican Bug Which Destroys Cotton. 


HE boll-weevil, greatest of all cotton destroyers, must be exterminated in the 


United States. 


The Texas Legislature has before it for consideration a bill 


which would make a state offer of $50,000 to the man who will discover a 
means of exterminating the weevil; simultaneously with this movement, a fight 
against the weevil has been undertaken by Congressman Wooten, whose bill would 
provide a government appropriation of $500,000 for investigation into ways and 
means for ridding the Southwest of the weevil. 

The dreaded enemy against whom these precautions for war are being made is a 
bug. It came into Texas from Mexico, and its steady encroachment upon the cot- 
ton fields has already cost the cotton planters of Texas hundreds of millions of dol- 


lars.

Congress is asked to appropriate $500,000 
“to be devoted to systematic effort to dis- 
cover some method of exterminating a pest 
that in one small section of Texas last 
year caused a loss of 20,000 bales of cotton 
out of an average crop of 3,000,000 bales, 
the money value of which was 310, 0% 00. 
The Texas legislature is asked by Repre- 
sentative Fowler of Anderson County to 
set aside $50,000 “to exterminate the cotton 
boll-weevil.”’ Cotton growers all oves the 
United States are expected tb support the 
Wooten bill, 


From 1856 to 1862 cotton g owing in Mexico 
was abandoned altogether because of the 
weevil, It has been resumed only in certain 
districts where water is plentiful and the 
land can be flooded every two years. 
Drowning and parching with excessive heat 
are the only known methods of putting the 
weevil out of business. He cannot be 
reached by Paris green or by London 
purple, for his larvae is deposited away 
down in the bud or boll, the substance of 
which keeps the poison from falling on the 
parasite. 


The weevil is a native of Coahuila, the 
principal cotton state of Mexico. Its first 
appearance in the United States was made 
at Brownville, Tex., on the north bank of 
the Rio Grande river, in 1892. It advanced 
northward year by year until] it is now 


found in Hidalgo County and on the south- 
ern border of Anderson County, in Central 
Texas, 500 miles rorth of the Rio Grande. 
The district infected is about one-half the 
cotton-producing area of Texas. 


The scientific name of the Mexican cotton 
boll weevil is Anthonomus grandis. It has 
three stages—the larvae, the pupa and the 


adult beetle. It is about three-eighths of 


an inch long and brownish gray in color. 


The weevils deposit their eggs in the 


boll, so that the weevil, when transformed, 
has only to make its way through the 
wall-of the boll. As many as eleven larvae 
have heen found in one cotton boll. 

There are two broods of larvae a season, 
and in infected regions they are found as 
early as May and as late as December. 


The effect of the weevil upon the unde- 


veloped boll is to arrest development. A

T Locust Street Improvement Asso- 


clation is a new organization with 
ambitious plans for the New St. 
Louis. The plans of the association for the 


Improvement of Locust street embrace the 


extension of the street through the site of 
dne present exposition building. its widen- 
ing or extension at its westeru terminus, 
Theresa avenue, the erection of more impos- 


ing business structures between Ninth and 


Twelfth streets, and an effort to induce 
the government to improve the Locust 
street front of the Federal building. 

Ine association consists of Locust street 
property owners. Millionaires are included 
in its memberehip. Lorenzo E. Anderson is 
president of the association, H. 8. Ames 
treasurer, and Jno. F. Shepley, A. B. Hart, 
C. H. Evans und Messrs. Anderson and 
Ames members of the executive committee. 
Edward 8. Austin is secretary of the asso- 
ciation. The most important plans of the 
association are those concerning the ex- 
tension of Locust street through the site 
of the exposition building. Under the terms 
of an ordinance turning the site over to the 
Board of Education for park and library 
purposes it is specified that the present 
bullding shall not be torn down until after 
the World's Fair. 

The ordiance does not specify in what 


portion of the site the library shall be 


erected, nor how much ground it shall 
cover. This encourages the Locust Street 
~Association to suggest that the library 
bullding be erected on the southern por- 
tion of the lot and that there be a small 
park at the St. Charles street end of the lot 
with Locust street dividing the two parks. 

It is the plan of the association to have 
this one block of Locust street made as a 
boulevard and to wind tHrough the park in 
an attractive way, instead of running in a 
straight line from Thirteenth to Fourteenth 
street. 4 

While the association has as yet adopted 
no plans towards the improvement of the 
western end of the street, it has several 
suggestions under consideration. At pres- 
ent Locust street is a narrow street where 
it ends abruptly at Theresa avenue (Thirty- 
fifth street), Only a very narrow block 
separates Locust street from Olive from 
Theresa east. The general plan of the 
association is to make Locust street wider 
at this end and to beautify the widened 
terminus into a park-like spot. One sugges- 
tion has been made that the entire block 
from Channing to Theresa and Olive to 
Locust be bought for this purpose. Another 
Suggestion is that a strip be bought off 
the southern end of the block from Olive 
to Washington and Theresa to Grand ave- 
nues, 

Nothing has been positively determined 
upon in this connection, tut members of the 
association say that there will be ample 
funds at thelr disposal to carry out any 
plan that is finally agreed on. 

In addition to these two important pro- 
jecis, President Anderson says the assvci- 
ation will use its efforts to sceure the 
erection of attractive business strutctures 
on Locust street from Ninth to Twelfth. A 
large establishment to cover half a block 
is already mentloned as a probable orna- 
ment to the sdumeast corner of Tenth ard 
Locust streets.

When the 
actor-marriage proves a failure we neces- 
sarily hear more about it. As pleasant 
publicitv is one of the flattering conditions 
of the theatrical profession, occasional un- 
pleasant publicity must be accepted as one 
of its hardships. Even the most petted 
people in the world cannot expect to have 
sugar on top and all found and under their 
cake as well. But, of course, it's hard 
when one's profession is made to suffer a 
stigma because of some unworthy member 
of it, hard and unjust, too. 

But we may in all friendliness to the 
theatrical profession admit that actors and 


actresses, being necessarily of emotional, 
imaginative neturés, are somewhat inflam- 
mable and precarious material in matters 
of the heart. If it were not so they would 
not be actors and actresses. For the pur- 
poses of their art, their feelings have to 
be always within call, They must be ready 
to break their hearts, or fall into an ecsta- 
cy, at a moment's notice. Emotional spon- 
taneity and r-obility must, therefore, be 
the first law of their natures, and one 
cannot expect them to have one nature 
on the stage and another for their private 
life. All artists fall in love readily and 
often—and they @re apt to fall out of it 
just as readily. That is one of the draw- 
backs (2) of being an artist—and there is 
the danger ot falling in love with such 
natures. 

At the same time, any one with any first- 
hand acquaintance with the stage knows 
how considerable is the average of mar- 
ried happiness in all its ranks, and married 
happiness of @ particularly true and de- 
voted and beautiful kind, When an actor 
and actress do really love—they love like 
anything! And if the risks are a little 
risky, the rewards are worth having. Also, 
it is necessary to exercise a little sense in 
marrying an actor, as it is in marrying 
any other kind of man. The shrill disil- 
lusioned one too often forgets this. 

Here are a few more evident reasons 
why women fall in love with actors: 

Actors are not .seldom good-looking. 
Sometimes they are handsome, occasionally 
they look like angels. 

Then they look like gentlemen and usual- 
ly are, 

They look smart. Nothing takes a mat- 
inee-girl Uke smartness. 

They look manly, and usually are.

B Joseph Willard, the actor, is the 

old story retold; it is simply an- 

other rehearsal of that.tragedy wherein 

Cupid neglects the performance and the 

curtain is swiftly dashed down, with the 
heroine in a flood of tears. 

It recalls similar incidents along the 
highway of matrimony and points the 
finger of caution at young women who 
drink in their first thrill of actor worship 
across the footlights and see their ideals 
thfough the glamor of stageland (or, bet- 
ter still, where hearts are won)—stage- 
craft. And then out of the dream there 
comes an awakening, rude, merciless, de- 
stroying. 

Every stage in every land has played 
its part in this plot of pitiful ending, and 
yet there are many of these bitter ro- 
mances that have not even come to the 
surface. They were swallowed up in the 
whirlpool of larger events, larger failures. 
These four scenes from the drama of love 
will suffige to point the moral.

Bessie Toone’s Unhappy Romance. 


BOUT a month ago Miss Bessie E. 
A Toone, a niece of W. H. Newman, 
president of the New York Central 
Railroad, left her home in Marshall, Tex., 
ostensibly to spend a month in New York 
with her uncle. But Joseph Willard, an 
actor whom she had previously met in Tex- 
as while he was on a tour, happened to be 
playing a week's engagement in the New 
American Theater in Chicago. . 
Therefore Miss Toone stopped off at Chi- 
cago, met her best loved by previous ar- 
rangement and married him. 

On the very frontier of the honeymoon 
the new Mrs. Willard discovered that her 
husband had been previously married to a 
girl whom he had induced by soft words 
and tender pleadings to elope with him.

ESPONDENT over his failure to win 

D success in literature, Richard Stir- 

ling, 22 years old, committed suicide 

in last June by tleing a heavy dumbbell 

to his waist and jumping into the Hudson 
river. 

Success did not come to Stirling in life, 
but it seems to be near in death. On Feb. 
6 the story of his life, under the name of 
“The Captive,” will be published by D. 
Appleton & Co, His fight against the héeart- 
less reality of the great city will be told 
in detail; the experiences that brought iron 
to his soul will be seared into every page. 
In his dismal garret Stirling put words on 
paper which now are praised by crttics. 

A woman loved him, and in the intro- 

duction to the book it is said she “wor- 
shipped him with a strange and terrible 
passion—whd would have been his wife, 
or his slave, ff he had not been iron in 
such things.” The identity of the friend to 
whem Stirling sent his book is hidden be- 
hind the initial “S,” and the woman is 
spoken of simply as “Ellen.” 8.“ had 
litterary ambitions of his own, and it was 
maluly on this account that Stirling con- 
fided in him. “Ellen” had typewritten sev- 
eral ot his stories on the condition that he 
would pay for the work when he won suc- 
cess. Stirling was Sbsolutely ind..terent to 
the girl's affection, and he died without one 
word of approval or disapproval of ber ex- 
pressions of love. He had no use for any- 
thing but his art. He was in the world, 
yet, as he said, out of it.” 
‘The same alternative found Bteriing, and 
he made the same decision as Chatterton. 
Traced from their first known experiences 
to their death their lives are parallel. 

Stirling came from the West. He said he 
had lived in Chicago. Where he lived or 
what he did there is unknown. He drifted 
into New York with the idea that it was 
his Mecca. He had a small sum of money. 
When this was done he had to go to work. 
He was a motorman on a street car, a jack 
of all trades. He mingled with the people 
of the East Side. Shortly before his death 
he was a Waiter in a restaurant frequented 
by dissolute men and women. Impressions 
of this Ute have been introduced freely in 
his book. He went from one menial post- 
tion to another, and he traces his wander- 
ings with a réady pen. He was a mystery 
to everybody who knew him. A woman 
loved him. and he was a mystery to her.

This was written by himself, and when 
it appeared many paragraphs were printed 
hinting at a resemblance of the wording to 
that of another self-confessed genius. This 
wag the best that was said, but it hurt no 
one, for what little debt Stirling owed to 
the world had been paid, 

The thought of death tortured Sfirling, as 
it did Chatterton, This is manifest in nearly 
all he wrote, and no place more vividly 
than in the short appeal he makes before 
entering on his story. He says:

“I do not know n The Valley of the 
Shadow’ means to you what it means to 
me; I do not know If t means anything at 
all to you. But I have sought long and 
afar for these words, to utter an all but 
unutterable thought,
